to perhaps improving peapie's understanding. 


Journalists focussed on a mythological representation of sensitivities as being a new problem, new to medicine, a 
single disease resulting form the modern environment. journalists focus on debate involving 
extremes...representing clinical ecologists as saying that all sensitivities result from “environmental illness", and 
doctors at an opposing fringe who say the problems are all in the mind. 


Mainstream articles dating back over a century have been ignored, as has long standing consensus in the "middle 
of the debate. different opinions about different causes of sensitivities (most of them legitimate views) have been 
represented as mutually exclusive, as if only one explanation for sensitivities is "right". 


| hope the CAJ can help journalists understand how their misconceptions, in some cases bigotry, have hurt 
people, and how they have prevented journalists from telling the story of what IS going on.
